(iENTLE:MEN : 111 reference to wliat appears to me to be an nnjiistifiable and unseemly contest about the autopsy 
of the body of the assassin of President Garfield I desire to say that I notice what claims to be an official report signed 
by Dr. D. S. Lamb, as published this morning In order that there may be no misunderstanding with regard to your 
position I desire i^o say positively that Dr. Lamb had no authority to take cliarge and assume control of this report. 

Second. By a positive agreement made between Dr. Hicks and myself the night previous to the execution, tlie 
I'eport [sic] and custody of the brain was to be under your joint charge, and Dr. Lamb had no authority superior to either 
of you. 

'I'hird. I think it your duty to your profession to make such a report as your own observation and knowledge of 
the case authorize you to make, and certainly your duty, as yon were specially chosen for that purpose. 
I make this statement in order that there sliall be no question as to your position.

All of which is respectfully referred to the legal and medical professions.
